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Dear Director Hirshfeld: 

Although I have been a registered Patent Agenn since 
1992 and a Patent Attorney since 1995, this is the first 
time I have had to request the help of a Director. 
However, in this instance I feel compelled to do so given 
the troubling lack of responsiveness by both Exanii:ier Barot 
and SPE Najjar. 

In its decision dated July 12, 2007, the Boari of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences ("BPAI") affirmed the 
anticipation rejection of claims 1-3, 15, 25 and 3 2-34, 
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reversed the anticipation rejection of claims 15, 17, 19, 
2 0 and 31, and reversed the obviousness rejection cf claims 
4 and 5, In accordance with MPEP 1214.06 (I) (B) , the 
Examiner should have either: 

(1) converted dependent claims (4, 6, 16-20, ^6, 30 
and 31) into independent form by Examiner's An.endment, 
cancel all claims in which the rejection was c f firmed, 
and issue the application; or 

(2) set a 1-month time limit in which appellant may 
rewrite the dependent claim (s) in independent form, 

because the BPAI affirmed a rejection against inde])endent 
claim 1 and reversed all rejections against a claiii 
dependent thereon (namely, claims 4, 5, 16, 17, 19 and 20), 
because the BPAI affirmed a rejection against inde; pendent 
claim 25 and reversed all rejections against a claim 
dependent thereon {namely, claim 31) and because tie period 
for further appeal expired. (See, MPEP 1214.06 (I)(B).) 

When no communication was received from the U,S. 
Patent & Trademark Office ("USPTO"), I left a voics message 
with Examiner Barot on November 30, 2007. ThxB call was 
not returned. I again called and finally discussed the 
status of this application with Examiner Barot on January 
9, 2008 and explained that the Examiner should have 
proceeded (and should proceed) in accordance with MPEP 
1214.06 (I) (B) , The Examiner's position was that this 
application should have been abandoned. I disagreed. When 
nothing further was r&CGlved from the USPTO I left a voice 
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message with Examiner Barot on March 13, 2008. Thi? 
m&Gseigo was not reCuxned. 

When nothing further was received from the USPTO, I 
filed a Formal Status Inquiry Request on May 20, 20 D8, 
followed by Second and Third Formal Status Inquiries on 
January 6, 2009 and April 17, 2009, respectively. Copies 
of these Requests are available on Private PAIRS. 

When still nothlnsr was r^cBived from the USPTC , on May 

28, 2009, I telephoned SPE Najjar requesting the status of 
this application. SPE Najjar indicated that this 
application was abandoned in November 2007 and that a 
Notice of Abandonment was mailed, I informed SPE I a j jar 
that we did not receive a Notice of Abandonment in this 
application, and noted that such a Notice of Abandcnment 
was not listed in Private PAIRS- (It still isn't, as shown 
in the "Transaction History" and "Image File Histoj-y** of 
Private PAIRS, both enclosed.) SPE Najjar agreed, but 
noted that it was in the PALM system of the USPTO. 

Immediately following my conversation with SPIS Najjar, 
I checked our mail log {which includes a listing o: all 
incoming mailed correspondence) for the months of :'Jovember 
2007 and December 2007, and confirmed that my of f i ::e had no 
record of having received the alleged Notice of 
Abandonment. I called SPE Najjar back and request 2d that 
the USPTO mail, or preferably fax, a copy of the missing 
Notice of Abandonment as we never received it and lo copy 
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is available on PAIRS. SPE Najjar indicated that the USPTO 
would send a copy. 

Not having hsard nor recexvBd anythingf sinc& ny May 
28, 2009 discussions with SPE Najjar, I again teleihoned 
him on July 10, 2009 and left a voice message that we still 
haven't received the alleged Notice of Abandonment and that 
I wanted this resolved within a week as both I and the 
applicants are frustrated with the delays in this natter, 
X still have not xBaelirGd a response (not a tBlephn ne callr 
fax, or letter) ; hence this letter to you, 

I regret having to troiible you with helping mt2 to 
resolve this matter, but as you should appreciate, I feel I 
have exhausted other channels. 

We look forward to receiving a prompt and appropriate 
response in accordance with MPEP 1214.06 (I) (B) . 5ince the 
applicants have already been prejudiced by this delay (for 
which an appropriate patent term extension is requested), 
we request that if a Notice of Abandonment has in Eact been 
mailed, it either be withdrawn, or this letter servre as a 
request to revive an unavoidably abandoned application, 
with no fee charged. We further request a resolution in 
accordance with MPEP 1214.06 (I) (B) .
